About the only item of business re- 
maining is to select ribbons that 
don’t clash with the backdrop. The 
Universiade Pavilion, that dis- 
tinctive yellow edifice at 87 Ave- 
nue and 114 Street, will be offi- 
cially opened on 6 May at 2 p.m. 
The proverbial ribbon-cutting 
ceremony—each member of a 
small delegation of dignitaries will 
cut a different colored ribbon— 
will take place at the main en- 
trance. The scission will be com- 
plemented by a flag raising 
ceremony, the formal transfer of 
the building’s keys, a presentation 
of Universiade sculptures, and a 
tour of the concourse area. 

The Canadian flag, the Alberta 
flag, the City of Edmonton flag, 
The University of Alberta flag, the 
Fédération Internationale du Sport 
Universitaire (FISU) flag, and the 
Universiade ‘83 flag will be el- 
evated by a representative of each 
of the federal and provincial, and 
municipal governments, FISU; 
Universiade ‘83 (Edmonton) Cor- 
poration; and the University. As- 
sistance will be supplied by Uni- 
versiade volunteers (Guides and 
Rangers) from the surrounding 
community. 

Paul Douglas of Ellis-Don Ltd., 
general contractor for the Pavilion, 
will hand the Pavilion’s keys over 
to John Schlosser, Chairman of 
the Board of Governors. 

President Horowitz will present 
the first set of bronze sculptures, 
created by John Weaver especially 
for Universiade ‘83, to R.G. Glass- 
ford, Dean of the Faculty of Phys- 
ical Education and Recreation. 
The Faculty will provide a per- 
manent home for the sculptures.

room space. “The tower” (it isn’t 
quite as high as the rest of the Pa- 
vilion) is linked directly to the east 
wing of the Physical Education 
Complex. 

Ross Macnab, Vice-President 
(University), World University 
Games, and a member of the Pa- 
vilion’s design/planning team, has 
indicated that after the Games the 
Pavilion will be a mecca for intra- 
mural and recreational sports. Bas- 
ketball, tennis, volleyball, Euro- 
pean handball, badminton, and 
jogging will be omnipresent but us- 
age doesn’t have to be limited to 
sports. University registration will 
take place in the Pavilion and con- 
sideration will be given to holding 
Convocation there. Dr. Macnab re- 
fers to cultural and ethnic dance 
festivals, marching band com- 
petitions, conventions, tradeshows, 
and election rallies as likely candi- 
dates for periodic occupancy. 

The Pavilion, then, has the ca- 
pacity to do for sociality what Pay- 
arotti does for opera. 


Nobel Laureate to Launch 


Gunning Lecture Series 


Melvin Calvin, Nobel Laureate 
and University Professor of 
Chemistry at the University of 
California, Berkeley, will inau- 
gurate the Harry Emmett Gun- 
ning Lecture series. On 2, 3, 

and 4 May, Dr. Calvin will open a 
series established to recognize 

the contributions of Professor 
Gunning to the Department of 


Chemistry from 1957 to the 
present time. Professor Gun- 
ning is currently Professor Emer- 
itus of Chemistry at The Uni- 
versity of Alberta. 

The guest lecturer was born 
in St. Paul, Minnesota. He re- 
ceived his BS degree from 
Michigan Technological University 
in 1931, and his PhD in Chem- 
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istry from the University of Min- 
nesota in 1935. Following post- 
doctoral study at the University of 
Manchester, England, he 

joined the staff of the University 
of California’s chemistry de- 
partment in 1937. 

His research has produced 
important discoveries over broad 
areas of physical, organic and 
biological chemistry, from metal- 
’ organic chemistry, chemical 
evolution, photosynthesis, bio- 
energetics, chemical and viral 
carcinogenesis, neurobiology, to so- 
lar energy. In 1961 he was 
awarded the Nobel Prize in chem- 
istry for his work on photo- 
synthesis. 

Dr. Calvin’s research of late 
concerns the development of prin- 
ciples of photosynthesis as a re- 
newable resource for energy and 
materials coupled with basic 
studies in solar energy research. 
He is using knowledge of the 
natural process of photosynthesis 
to develop artificial photo- 
synthetic systems, mimicking the 
mechanisms of the green plant, 
to convert water into hydrogen (a 
potential replacement for other 
fuels) and oxygen. Additionally, he 
is pioneering the concept of uti- 
lizing green plants to produce 
hydrocarbon-like materials of 
suitable molecular weight and 
structure for fuels and materi- 
als, including the use of genetic 
engineering to improve yield 
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and quality. With his wife, Gene 
Eile Calvin, a botanist, he has 
travelled throughout the world in 
search of species of plants 
and/or trees which would be suit- 
able candidates for energy ag- 
riculture. 

The author of seven books, 
more than 600 technica! publica- 
tions, and a number of patents, 
Dr. Calvin has served on many sci- 
entific boards for the United 
States government, including the 
President’s Science Advisory 
Committee for Presidents Kennedy 
and Johnson. He was Chair- 


man of the Committee on Science 
and Public Policy of the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences from 
1972 to 1976. 

Active in many professional so- 
cieties, Dr. Calvin was Presi- 
dent of the American Chemical 
Society in 1971. He was elec- 
ted to the National Academy of 
Sciences (U.S.), the Royal So- 
ciety of London, the Japan Acad- 
emy, the Royal Netherlands 
Academy of Sciences, and dis- 
tinguished societies of other na- 
tions. 

Dr. Calvin’s lecture topics 


are as follows: “Growing and En- 
gineering Hydrocarbons” (2 
May), “Solar Quantum Capture 
and Redox Storage” (3 May), 
and “Chemical Evolution and Or- 
ganic Geochemistry” (4 May). 
All lectures will start at 11 a.m. in 
V-107 Physical Sciences Com- 
plex. 

The Harry Emmett Gunning 
Lectures, to be held annually, re-

Interdependence: Theme of International 


Affairs Symposium 


Interdependence is the key to the 
future. This theme was con- 

stant throughout the two-day sym- 
posium on International Af- 

fairs, held at the University on 11 
and 12 April. Some 450 people 
who attended the sessions heard 
six distinguished speakers dis- 
cuss international politics and law 
and their hopes for future de- 
velopment and cooperation among 
the peoples of the world. Sym- 
posium Chairman Geoffrey Sper- 
ber opened this last of the four 
symposia held in celebration of the 
University’s 75th Anniversary. 
(The others were the International 
Symposium on “Human Evo- 
lution,” October; the Symposium 
on “Science and Religion,” 
February; and the Symposium on 
“Christian Marriage Today: 
Growth or Breakdown?,” March.) 
President Horowitz welcomed 

the guests and called upon L.C. 
Green, Symposium Moderator, 

to introduce the speakers, whose 
diverse areas of expertise af- 
forded the gathering a wide view 
of world affairs. 

Han Suyin, noted philosopher, 
novelist and historian spoke 
largely of China; Tahseen Mo- 
hamed Basheer, Egypt’s Am- 
bassador to Canada, focussed on 
the Middle East; the diplo- 
matic and legal aspects of Cana- 
dian and International Affairs 
were considered by Arnold Smith, 
Former Secretary General to 
the Commonwealth; John Holmes, 


Former Canadian First Secre- 
tary to London; The Rt. Hon. Sir 
Zelman Cowen, Former Gover- 
nor General of Australia; and 
Judge Manfred Lachs ofthe 
International Court of Justice. 
Each speaker stressedtHat 
the fact of interdependence must 
be recognized, and that it is in- 
creasingly necessary to achieve 
stability and peace in the 
world. Mr. Smith and Judge Lachs 
urged the youth of today to 
take an active part in politics and 
law to continue the effort to- 
wards global order. 
Comments overheard at the 
Symposium ranged from “this is 


the best event of its kind ever 

held at this University” to 
“fascinating” and 

“exhilarating,” to “it gives us hope 
when people of this stature 

speak with such humanity and 
concern.” 

Professor Green expressed ap- 
preciation to the panelists for 
honoring the University with their 
visit. Chancellor Peter Savaryn 
closed the Symposium with thanks 
to the special guests, who left 
participants with much to con- 
sider, but, despite the monu- 
mental problems at hand, a feeling 
of optimism for the future. 


Retirement Lecture a Palpable 


Hit 


If Herman Tennessen’s reputation 
didn’t precede him, the title of 
his farewell lecture certainly did. 
“Laughter and the Loathing of 
Life: Some Nihilistic Gangway 
Remarks on Language, Life, 
Love, Death, God, the Universe 
and Everything”...it would 
never fit on a marquee but it lent 
itself well to handbills which 
dotted campus several days before 
Professor Tennessen’s 7 April 
lecture. 

An overflow crowd accorded 
him a warm welcome, hardly sur- 


prising in light of his stature 
as, in the words of J.C. MacK- 
enzie, Chairman of Philosophy, 
‘a highly productive philosopher 
and exciting, vigorous, popular 
teacher.” In introducing Professor 
Tennessen, his colleague, Peter 
Schouls, said there were about 
forty-five call numbers in the 
library pertaining to his publica- 
tions or the works to which he 
has contributed. His most recent 
book is Problems of Knowledge 
(1980). 

He has surely attained the 


status of one of the campus’s gen- 
uine characters: ebullient, out- 
spoken, irreverent, outrageous—a 
thorn in the flesh of all admin- 
istrators and other such grey peo- 
ple whose job it is to impose 

some order on others. This assess- 
ment by Dr. MacKenzie brings 
us to a sampling of Professor Ten- 
nessen’s more famous and/or 
exotic titles: “The Wisdom that is 
Woe,” “Which World is the Real 
One, and How Would we 
Know,?” “On What There Was,” 
“Quandaries of Quotidianism,” 
“Happiness is for the Pigs,” 
“Mysteries of Mortal Man,” 


“The Conscious Cosmic Cad- 
disfly,” “Beyond Competence,” 
and “The Man Who Turned Down 
Immortality and Lived to Ree ~ 
gret It.” 

The lecture marking Professor 
Tennessen’s retirement after 
twenty years of continuous service 
was a seventy minute extrava- 
ganza. Reading from a stack of 
loose yellow sheets, he wedged 
in references to his birth, the Bi- 
ble, Shakespeare, World War 


_ Two, the 1755 earthquake in Lis- 


bon, Jonathan Swift, George 
Burns, and, of course, each of the 
title’s components.

Books Needed for 
the University of El Salvador 


Canadians were made aware of the 
urgent needs of the University of 
El Salvador by Felix Ulloa, Pro- 
fessor of Law, during his recent 
tour of Canadian universities. 
Since his visit, a number of univer- 
sities and organizations have be- 
gun coordinating efforts to aid in 
reconstruction. 

In 1980, the campus of the Uni- 
versity of El Salvador was taken 
over by the military who in the 
process arrested professors and 
staff, including the Board of Gov- 
ernors, killed fifty students, de- 
stroyed computers and technical 
equipment, and burned the library 
of the 140-year-old institution. 
What was not destroyed was sold 
on the black market by soldiers. 
Later that year, the Rector of the 
university was assassinated. In 
spite of such precarious conditions, 
the university continued to func- 
tion, holding classes in public 
schools and warehouses. 

Recently the government has re- 
stored the university to its officials 
and has encouraged them to re- 
open. Given the economic circum- 
stances, funding is minimal, 
amounting essentially to the pay- 
ment of salaries. Funds are not 
available to replace equipment and 
books and thus the university has 
made an international appeal for 
assistance in rebuilding its re- 
sources, 

Reconstruction of the university 


is important not only for the edu- 
cation of trained personnel ur- 
gently.needed by society, but also 
so that, i¢-may function as an insti- 
tution fundgmental to the future of 
E] Salvador. 


David C. Johnson is the local 
coordinator for the Overseas Book 
Centre and the International De- 
velopment Office, which have 
agreed to handle the collection and 
transportation of books. While sci- 
ence, engineering, and medical 
texts in English are particularly 
needed, ail books will be gratefully 
received.

For background buffs, Pro- 
fessor Tennessen was born in Ber- 
gen, Norway. He received a 
Magister equivalent D Phil) degree 
from the University of Oslo in 
1946. After holding various re- 
search and teaching posts in 
Norway and France, he joined the 
University of California, Ber- 
keley, in 1957 as Associate Pro- 
fessor in Philosophy. His initial 
appointment to our University oc- 
curred in 1961; he went on to 
become Professor of Philosophy 
and Senior Research Professor 
at the Center for Advanced Study 
in Theoretical Psychology. 

From 1973 to 1982, he was a 
member of the executive com- 
mittee of the Council of the Inter- 
University Centre of Post- 
graduate Studies in Dubrovnik, 


Yugoslavia. 

Professor Tennessen has pub- 
lished widely concerning phi- 
losophy of language, logic, philos- 
ophy of science, philosophy of 
history, ethics, Continental philos- 
ophy, and on such figures as 
Kierkegaard, Heidegger, Husser], 
Sartre and Arne Naess. He has 
also delivered many guest lectures 
throughout North America and 
Europe. 

In 1965, he supervised the 
first PhD student in the De- 
partment of Philosophy. 

A dinner in Professor Ten- 
nessen’s honor was held at the 
Faculty Club on 9 April. He and 
his wife, through Folio, thank 
the many people who made his re- 
tirement festivities so enjoy- 
able. The Tennessens extend spe- 
cial thanks to Pat Brunel, 
Leendert Mos, and Cameron 
MacKenzie.0

Dean’s MBA Forum Banquet 
Caps Series of Activities 


Almost 400 students, academic 
staff members, and business 
leaders attended a formal banquet 
on 21 March given by the Fac- 
ulty of Business’s Dean’s MBA 
Association Forum. This ban- 
quet ended the year’s series of ac- 
tivities organized under the Fo- 
rum program, which during recent 
months included visits to cam- 
pus of distinguished speakers such 


as Samuel Belzberg, President 
of First City Financial Cor- 
poration in Vancouver, and 
A.F. (Chip) Collins, Deputy Pro- 
vincial Treasurer of Alberta. 
Highlights of the banquet, held 
at the Four Seasons Hotel, 
were the presentation of the 1983 
Business Leader Award to 
G.R.A. (Dick) Rice, and the key- 
note address given by the Hon. 
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Grant Devine, Premier of Saska- 
tchewan. 

This year Dr. Rice won the Ca- 
nadian Business Leader Award 
both for his contributions to the 
broadcasting industry in Al- 
berta, as well as for his many com- 
munity activities. Dr. Rice, 
who came to Edmonton from En- 
gland in 1920, established one 
of Alberta’s first radio stations, 
and in 1934 began operation of 
his own station, which he con- 
tinues to direct today as Presi- 
dent and General Manager of 
Sunwapta Broadcasting Lim- 
ited (CFRN and CFRN TV). Dr. 
Rice has received numerous 
other awards, including an honor- 
ary Doctor of Laws from The 
University of Alberta in 1965. 

In his address, Mr. Devine 
focussed on the Saskatchewan per- 
spective, outlining the diffi- 
culties faced by farmers in his 
province and the progress made 
in recent years to ameliorate their 
situation. He referred to the 
Saskatchewan situation as an an- 
nual megaproject, with the 
farmers of the province spending a 
billion dollars a year to finance 
each new growing season. The pre- 
mier also argued for more co- 
operation among Canadians, and 
promised to take this message 
personally to Ottawa. 

Mr. Devine is a University of 
Alberta graduate; he obtained an 
MSc in Agricultural Eco- 
nomics in 1969 and an MBA from 
the Faculty of Business in 
1970.0
